Rev.  QVIESCAT  PLEBS-:  Very  Good.  Obv.  stronger  than  rev.,  brass  plug  deeply 
patinated;  dark  green  and  brown. 

2.  Carolina  Elephant  Token.  1694.  PROPRIETORS,  second  O clearly  over  E.  Gotxl, 

center  of  inscription  weak  as  usual.  Rare,  “Guide  Book,”  $450.(X). 

3.  Voce  Populi.  1760.  Halfpenny.  Stern  bust  r.,  crosslet  after  E.  Rev.  Two  crosslets 

after  HIBERNIA,  8 harp  strings.  From  heavily  rusted  dies.  Good. 

4.  Nova  Constellatio.  1783.  Cent.  Large  U.S.  Crosby  I -A.  VF,  light  brown,  very  bold. 

Unusually  early  die  state  without  central  weakening.  Rare  so. 

5.  Washington,  n.d.  ( 1795?).  NORTH  WALES  Halfpenny.  Usual  type.  Brass,  plain  edge, 

thin.  Baker  34  (Fuld  says  R-5);  Vlack  69.  Fine  for  coin,  some  brick-red  patina; 
edges  irregular  as  made  and  somewhat  nicked,  field  dent  at  first  I.

edge.  (Almost  always  shows  ornaments  on  edge  when  this  size!)  Type  of  Baker  25. 
Fine;  dark  green  patina,  some  lighter  reddish-brown  mottling.  Flan  irregular  as 
made;  few  rim  dents.  Some  areas  approach  VF  sharpness.  Uncommonly  rare  and 
popular. 

7.  Large  Cents.  17%.  Liberty  Cap.  Sheldon  91.  Almost  VF-2().  medium  to  dark  olive- 

green  patina.  Small  pit-like  flan  defect  on  temple  (as  made);  fewer  than  usual 
light  nicks;  rim  dent  below  date.  Unusually  well  balanced,  both  sides  bold.  Priced 
by  Yeoman  at  a strong  S215.  VF! 

8.  1802.  S-234.  Rim  break  and  extensive  die  failure  at  B.  VG-IO,  clean  for  grade. 

9.  1809.  .S-280.  G / VG,  the  rev.  nearly  of  Fine  .sharpne.ss.  Rare  date.

12.  Indian  Head.  1864  L.  Fine  or  better,  some  areas  of  VF  sharpness;  LI  weak.  Scarce.

31.  1914.  Unc.,  more  deeply  toned.  A rather  soft  strike.

33.  Half  Dollar.  1920  “S".  Very  Fine.  Usual  strike,  pale  gray  color.  Worth  $17.50. 

34.  Half  Eagle.  1795.  Breen  2-C.  Fine  but  extensively  sweated,  edge  polish  and  rereeded; 

loop  removed  with  great  skill.  A space  filler!!

35.  Colonial  Medal.  (1783).  LIBERTAS  AMERICANA.  Liberty  bust  1.,  with  Liberty 
cap;  4 JUIL.  1776.  Rev.  NON  SINE  DIIS  ANIMOSUS  INFANS.,  etc.  By  Dupre'. 
Bronze.  Betts  615.  Better  than  EF,  natural  reddish-brown  gloss;  shows  only  the 
most  trivial  signs  of  handling.  Early  impression,  the  obv.  die  break  below  4 still 
very  small.  Rare,  and  of  the  highest  desirability,  as  the  prototype  of  the  U.  S.  Mint's 
best  Liberty  heads.

.36.  Early  Washington  Medal.  (1790).  GEO.  WASHINGTON  NATUS  VIRGINIA  etc., 
the  Manly  medal  with  second  obv.  Rev.  GENERAL  OF  THE  AMERICAN 
ARMIES  1775  etc.,  signed  J.  MANLY  1790.  Bronze.  Baker  62.  Extremely  Fine, 
interestingly  mottled  patina  varying  from  light  reddish-brown  to  dark  coffee  color. 
A few  old  faint  scratches  do  not  disturb  the  colors.  Early  state,  hair-thin  break 
through  S of  NATUS  but  none  of  the  later  failures. 

.37.  Canada.  Pre-Decimal.  Ontario.  1820.  "Commercial  Change"  Token.  Breton  727; 
Charlton  109.  EF  / AU;  .some  faded  mint  surface,  few  trivial  marks.  Rare  condi- 
tion. despite  the  unrealistically  low  catalogue  valuations. 
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38.  182.3.  Colonial  1/50  Dollar.  Bust  of  George  IV  1.  Rev.  1/50  DOLLAR  in  closed 

wreath,  COLONIAL  above,  1823  below.  Bronze.  C.  124a;  Pridmore  272: 15.  Appar- 
ently never  a Proof,  this  piece  is  now  not  quite  Very  Fine,  weakly  and  unevenly 
struck;  the  only  specimen  ever  seen  so.  Pridmore  says  five  tons  (i.e.  slightly  over 
239,000  pieces)  were  originally  coined  for  circulation,  but  all  except  a few  Proofs 
were  believed  melted  in  1825;  thus  of  highest  rarity. 

39.  Decimal  Coinages.  Large  Cents.  1887.  Third  portrait  (Willey  977).  Base  of  7 recut; 

rim  breaks  at  top  rev.  Die  of  lot  186,  our  59th  sale.  Unc.,  light  olive  and  mint  red. 

40.  1891.  Small  date,  small  leaves.  Willey  980.  Better  than  Ex.  Fine,  dark  brown;  needs 

a bath.  Valued  to  around  $75.00. 

41.  Five  Cents  Silver.  1900.  Round  O’s.  Wide  date,  die  of  lot  357,  our  58th  sale.  Unc., 

warm  rich  iridescent  tone.  Truly  choice  despite  a few  mint  abrasions. 

42.  Fifty  Cents.  1950.  Design  in  O.  Mostly  brilliant  Unc. 

43.  Newfoundland.  1917  “C”.  Five  Cents  Silver.  Brill,  frosty  Unc.  with  a small,  hardly 

noticeable,  rev.  rim  nick. 

44.  New  Brunswick.  1864.  Ten  Cents.  Die  of  lot  1014,  our  59th  sale.  Fine  to  VF.  Small 

nick  behind  head,  two  minute  rim  nicks,  two  almost  invisible  hairline  scratches.

VF,  traces  of 
toothed  border  show  on  both  sides  (usually  none  show).  Scarce. 

47.  1792.  Halfpenny.  Similar  obv.  Rev.  King  Neptune  in  biga.  Cr.  2;  Fr.  3;  P.  85: 17.  Near- 

ly Extremely  Fine.  Rim  break  r.  obv.,  few  minute  nicks,  one  or  two  on  rims.  Rare 
in  all  grades,  more  so  than  last.  Only  46,8(X)  made. 

48.  Argentina.  1840.  2 Reales.  Cr.  50.  Unc.,  iridescent  light  olive  with  traces  of  mint 

red.  Usual  weak  strike.  2 Pcs. 

49.  Chile.  1835.  1/2  Centavo  (2),  Centavo.  Coquimbo  Mint.  Copper,  thick  flan.  Yeoman

Counlerstamped  sun  & 
mountains  ( 1851)  for  Republic  of  Central  America.  Rare  dale,  unpriced  in  Utberg 
( 1%6),  with  the  countermark. 

52.  Charles  IV.  n.d.  ( 1789).  Medal  of  Cardinal  Bishop  of  Guadalajara.  Bust  of  king  r., 

• CAROLUS  • IV  • D*G*HISPAN*ET*1NDIA*R*.  Rev.  Conjoined  episcopal  and 
papal  arms,  crest,  a tasseled  Cardinal’s  hat;  EPISC.ET.CAP.S.CATHED.  GUAD- 
ALAX.ECCLES.  Gilt  bronze;  40  mm.  Both  sides  signed  by  Geroni  Antonio  Gil. 
EF  / AU.  New  obverse,  unknown  on  any  medal  from  this  mint,  nearest  to  Grove 
C-27  of  Mexico  City  mint.  The  reverse  is  the  same  as  Grove  C-70a  (Fonrobert 
6905,  Medina  157,  Herrera  137,  Skilton  2024).  Extremely  Rare. 

53.  1793.  '4  Real.  Castle  and  date.  Rev.  Lion.  Edge:  rectangles  and  ovals,  voided.  VF 

but  nicked-up.  No  reference  found;  not  a Philippine  issue  as  those  are  undated 
and  of  different  style.  The  Mexico  attribution  is  conjectural  and  derives  from 
ANS,  which  acquired  the  only  similar  piece  we  have  seen  (1921)  with  same  date 
and  punches.  Rare. 

54.  Republic,  n.d.  (early  19th  century?).  Hacienda  token.  * / J.J.C.  / * amid  pellets.  Rev. 

1/8  (Real)  amid  pellets.  Lead;  20  mm.  Fine,  rims  dented.  Not  in  Noe.

Not 
in  Heiss  or  Vidal  Quadros  de  Ramon;  most  similar  to  VQR  6551  but  different 
abbreviations.  Very  Fine  plus  and  undoubtedly  very  rare.

Plate  said  to  be  the  work  of  Paul 
Revere.

D.  Extremely  Fine;  borders  irregular  as  made,  tiny  nick  on  top  edge,  faint  foxing. 
Printed  on  paper  supplied  by  Benjamin  Franklin,  with  “marbled”  or  polychrome 
area  on  back.  Rare,  only  4.(100  printed.  In  strong  demand!
